completed the work of the telephone 
system over the entire line, says the 
S tc iliig Gazette. 
The system now 
extends from the avenne B station in 
Sterling to the statioa at the Dixon 
office. 
A ll of the inierurban cars are 
equipped with small transmleters, and 
at each station along the line of the 
interurban, connections can be made 
with the telephone system and an 
instant 
communication 
established 
with the power station in Sterling or 
with the Dixon head office. 
In a general write-up of the line the 
Gazette says; 
The telephone system has been In­ 
stalled as a safety measure and in case 
of accidents, wrecks, or trouble of any 
kind, the car crew can call up either 
end of the line, and quickly get into 
communication with either end of the 
line. 
I t cost a considerable sum of money 
to install this system and when it was 
tested this morning at 9 o’clock by 
Superintendent John Powers it was 
found to be working perfectly. 
W ith the installation of the tele­ 
phone system the equipment of the 
Sterling, Dixon & Eastern Electric 
rail road is complete. 
No electric 
line in the country can boast of a 
double equipment as exists on the 
Sterling, Dixon A Eastern line 
The 
road has two power stations, ei tber 
capable of running all of tbe cars 
Both power stations are equipped with 
high voltage generators from which 
either director alternating current 
can be taken. The direct current can 
be sent either from Sterling to Dixon 
with a voltage of 1,350, and at the 
other end can be reduced to 550 alter­ 
nating volts 
by tbe transformers 
The power can also be sent alternat­ 
ing from either end of the line over 
toe trolly wires or by feeders with a 
voltage as high as 700, It is seldom 
necessrry to use over 660 volts to pull 
ihelcar over tbe sjstem. 


Superintendent 
Powers has gone 
still further and has established a cut 
off or circuit breaker at the Gap 
Grove switch, which can be so manip­ 
ulated as to use the power from both 
ends of the line. 
This is done only in 
case of heavy loads, the power being 
generated from both ends of tbe line. 
In addition to this equipment tbe 
company has two extra 
interurban 
cars and extra cars and trailers. 
The same force of men will be em­ 
ployed in this city. 
A t the power 
house steam w ill always be kept up, 
although the fires will be banked. 
In 
case of an accident to tbe water pow­ 
er at Dixon, it will require but a few 
moments to get power from this end 
of the line or vice versa. 
One of the main features of tbe 
Sterling, Dixon & Eastern Electric 
railroad is the superb roadbed, which 
can safely be said to be without an 
equal in the United States on an 
electric interurban railway. 
This fact 
is due to the effort of Superintendent 
Powers has made, for be took especial 
pains in tbe construction of the read 
hed. 
Along the line of the road the 
top of the rails is two feet above 
tbe gutter line, whether It be on 
tbe 
top 
of a 
high 
bill or in 
deep cuts, or even on 
Lord’s hill. 
Id makiDg the grade, after the cut 
or fill bad been aooomplisbed, an 
additional sixteen inches of dirt was 
placed on the road bed, and on 
t 3p of this eight loch ties were 
laid, the ties then being covered with 
a composition of gravel and lime stone 
tbe covering being made fiusb witb 
tbe tops of the ties and extending a 
distance of two feet oo eithei: side of 
tbe rails, the rails also being exposed, 
witb tbe exception of tbe city lines. 
W ith this splendidly made roadbed, 
makes the riding on tbe interurban 
free from jar, and traveling men who 
have gone over the road and have rid­ 
den on many other electric lines In the 
country, without a single exception, 
state that this road oaanot be beaten 
anywhere. They state that the cars 
run as smoothly if not more so than 
most of the heavily equipped palace 
oo&chesof the big railroads of the 
country. This praise from men who 
travel miles on all kinds of roads is 
appreciated by tbe company and be­ 
stows high praise upon Superinten­ 
dent Powers who had charge of this 
most important work. 
In riding over tbe road the casual 
passenger does not observe that the 
trolley poles are five feet from the 
rails. 
Tbis is far enough so that no I 
one riding on the steps or hanging on 
tbe aides, oould be injured. 
On other 
roads the polM are set two and one- 
half feet from tbe rails. Theoompany

CONDI TI ONS I MPROVE 


Weather in Northern District Has 
Been Most Fav orable for Crops 
and Farm Work, 


OUTLOOK IN REST OF THE STATE 


Gov ernment Agricultural Report for 
Illinois; Week Ending J une 19 


The rainfall oocurlng the latter part 
of last week, in the northern and in 
portions of the central district, fol­ 
lowed by high temperatures, was pro­ 
ductiv e of highly fav orable growing 
weather, in the sections named, and 
v egetation 
made marked 
adv ance. 
The weather conditions hav e been 
the most fav orable of the season. 
In 
the southern district and parts of the 
ceutral, the drought continues, some 
localities not hav ing had rainfall for 
three weeks or more, acd v egetation 
is suffering for moisture. 
Ideal con­ 
ditions hav e prev ailed for farm work, 
the hot weather being fav orable for 
killing weeds. 
Corn bas made rapid growth, is 
clean, most fields hav ing been cultiv ­ 
ated a second or third tim e, and some 
early planted has been laid by 
Tbe 
replanted is mostly up to a good 
stand. 
The general outlook for oats is quite 
fav orable. 
Some complaint is made 
of rank growth in ¡the northern dis­ 
tr ic t and the crop will be cut short 
in the southern on account of the 
drought. 
Tbe condition of the crop 
has improv ed in the central district 
since the rain of last week, and many 
fields are heading out nicely. 
Wheat harv est is well adv anced in 
the southern, has begun in the cen­ 
tral district, and will become general 
during the ensuing week in the latter 
district. 
The output in some in­ 
stances is disappointing, but general­ 
ly the outlook is promising both with 
regard to quantity and quality. 
Rye is ready to cut or is being cut 
in the southern half of the state, and 
is turning ripe in the northern. 
All 
reports indicate the excellent condi­ 
tion cf this crop. 
Barley is heading 
out in the northern district with a 
fav orable outlook. 
Tbe mowing of c’ov er continues, 
and a larger crop of superior quality 
has been secured. 
Reports with re­ 
gards to timothy are not so assuring. 
The condition of this staple is fair in 
the northern district, but it has been 
cut short in the other district by 
drought. 
Millet iB being sown and 
cow peas are coming nicely in portions 
of the southern district. 
Meagre re 
ports indicate a good condition of 
broom corn. 
The cutleck for berries is generall 
fav orable. 
The strawberry produce 
has been v ery heav y in the northern 
district. 
Grapes continue promising. 
A good crop of cherries is ripe in the 
northern 
counties. 
A 
few apple 
orchards are promising, but the re­ 
ports are generally adv erse, the fruit 
falling to a great extent. 
Potatoes continue to deteriorate in 
tbe southern and in parts of the cen­ 
tral district from lack of moisture; 
tbe crop is maturing in the oentral 
and 
northern 
districts, 
and early 
planted are being marketed.

completed the work of th e telephone 
sy stem over the entire line, say s the 
Sterling Gazette. 
The sy stem now 
ex tends from the avenue B station in 
Sterling to the station at the Dix on 
office 
All of the interurban cars are 
equipped with small transm ieters, and 
a t each station along the line of the 
interurban, connections can be made 
with the telephone sy stem and an 
instant 
communication 
established 
with the power station in Sterling or 
with the Dix on head office. 
In a general write-up of the line the 
Gazette say s: 
The telephone sy stem has been in­ 
stalled as a safety measure and in case 
of accidents, wrecks, or trouble of any 
kind, the car crew can call up either 
end of the line, and quickly get into 
communication with either end of the 
line. 
I t cost a considerable sum of money 
to install this sy stem and when it was 
tested this morning at 9 o'clock by 
Superintendent John Powers it was 
found to be working perfectly . 
With the installation of the tele­ 
phone sy stem the equipm ent of the 
Sterling, Dix on & Eastern Electric 
rail road is complete. 
No electric 
line in the country can boast of a 
double equipment as ex ists on the 
Sterling, Dix on A Eastern line. 
The 
road has two power stations, e ith e r 
capable of running all of the cars 
Both power stations are equipped with 
high voltage generators from which 
either director alternating current 
can be taken. 
T he direct current can 
be sent either from Sterling to Dix on 
w ith a voltage of 1,350, and a t the 
other end can be reduced to 550 a lte r­ 
nating volts 
by the transformers 
The power can also be sent a lte rna t­ 
ing from either end of the line over 
the trolly wires or by feeders with a 
voltage as high as 700, it is seldom 
necessrry to use over 650 volts to pull 
the|car over the sy stem. 
Superintendent 
Powers has gone 
still further and has established a cut 
off or circuit breaker at the Gap 
Grove switch, which can be so m anip­ 
ulated as to use the power from both 
ends of the line. 
This is done only in 
case of heavy loads, the power being 
generated from both ends of tbe line. 
In addition to this 
equipment tbe 
company has two ex tra 
interurban 
cars and ex tra cars and trailers. 
The same force of men will be em­ 
ploy ed in this city . 
A t tbe power 
house steam will alway s be kept up 
although the fires will be banked. 
In 
case of an accident to tbe water pow­ 
er at Dix on, it will require but a few 
moments to get power from this end 
of the line or vice versa. 
One of the main features of the 
Sterling, Dix on & Eastern Electric 
railroad is the superb roadbed, which 
can safely be said to be w ithout an 
equal in tbe United States on an 
electric interurban railway . 
This fact 
is due to the effort of Superintendent 
Powers has made, for he took especial 
pains in the construction of the read 
bed. 
Along the line of the road the 
top of the rails 
is two feet above 
the gutter line, w hether it be on 
the 
top 
of a 
high 
hill 
or 
in 
deep cuts, or even on 
Lord’s hill. 
In making the grade, after the cut 
or fill had been 
accomplished, an 
additional six teen inches of dirt was 
placed 
on 
tbe 
road 
bed, 
and on

of th is eight inch ties 
were 
laid, the ties then being covered w ith 
a composition of gravel and lime stone 
the covering being made flush with 
the tops of the ties and ex tending a 
distance of two feet on either side of 
tb e rails, the rails also being ex posed, 
with the ex ception of tbe city lines. 
W itn this splendidly made roadbed, 
makes tbe riding on the Interurban 
free from jar, and traveling men who 
have gone over the road and have rid­ 
den on many other electric lines in the 
country , w ithout a single ex ception, 
state th a t this road cannot be beaten 
any where. 
They state th a t the cars 
run as smoothly if not more so th an 
most of the heavily equipped paiace 
ooacbesof the big railroads of the 
country . 
This praise from men who i 
travel miles on all kinds of roads is 
appreciated by the company and be­ 
stows high praise upon Superinten­ 
dent Powers who had charge of this 
most im portant work.
